Letter, noted wheat operator of 
fifteen years ago, testified today j 
at the state inquiry into the iu-( 
creased cost of bread, that Amer-j 
ioan farmers had loiifl been sell- 
ing wheat for less than it cost. 
The farmer, Mr. Letter said, has 
nothing to say concerning what 
price he shall receive for his pro- 
duce. That is usually done at the 
terminal markets or exchange, he 
added; and the 
Liverpool ex- 


change, as the leading exchange 
of the world, usually fixes the 
price. 


ilr. Letter said that although 


he had been a heavy speculator 
in wheat in 3897 and 1S98 he had 
not speculated in gram since then. 


Production Being- Reduced. 
The f.irmer today cannot ob-

work, Wr, Lciter said, on the old 
basis ot wheat prices, because 
farm labor lias increased in price 
and the laborers' hours have been 
shortened.
